The court reversed his previous 
conviction a* a major Nazi offender, 
the worst type of Nazi, under which 
he was serving an eight year sen­ 
tence In a labor camp. It convicted 
him of being only an offender, the 
second category of Nazism. 
The court said its action was 
strongly influenced by an affidavit 
filed by George H. Earle, former dip­ 
lomat, who was governor of Penn­ 
sylvania from 1935 to 1939 
Released Immediately 
Von Papen, Hitler's former ambas­ 
sador to Austria and Turkey, has death to accidental suffiocation. The

immediate release, held this was 
enough punishment. 
The court also reduced his fine to 
30 000 Deutsche marks <$9,000i , in 
the first trial in April, 1947, his 
entire fortune except 6,000 mark*, 
was confiscated.

There is nothing there to absorb 
water. One cannot emphasize too 
strongly the need for organic matter 
in the soil, and the need for good 
rotation. And you must have a hay 
sod in the rotation. Nothing can 
take its place.’’ 
The problem of heavy machinery 
Is one that is causing more trouble 
for farmers. Compaction of the soil 
gives it a hard surface, and that 
results in water running off most of 
the soil and wet spots wherever the 
low spot occurs on the field. Gypsum 
mixed into the soil in wet spots will 
cure that, but the soil still needs 
organic matter and cultivation to 
provide a porous .surface which will 
hold water. 
Burner also pointed out that a soil 
testing laboratory is being construct­ 
ed at Pennsylvania State college. 
Within about a year the lab will be 
in operation to test soils for farmers 
throughout the state. 
Gives Contouring Advice 
He advocated adding some nitro 
gen, about 40-50 pounds per acre, 
w-hen a rye grass cover crop is cut 
late. The nitrogen helps decompose 
the rye grass, he said, and without 
the added nitrogen it would draw 
nitrogen from the earth in its de­ 
composition.

duces 6.570 pounds of milk a year 
and Pennsylvania dairymen buy $72,- 
000.000 worth of grain to feed these 
955,000 va rage cows. 
Bender recommended taking off 
the first cuttings of hay for grass 
silage to avoid the $15,000,000 loss of 
nutrients because of adverse curing 
weather and poor hay curing meth­ 
ods. Second and third cuttings of 
hay can be taken when the condi­ 
tions are more favorable for curing 
high-quality roughage. 
Bender cited experiment.' in New

better-tlian-average 
cows fed only high-quality silage and 
hay have produced 86 per cent of 
their calculated potential produc­ 
tion. One cow produced 11.000 pounds 
of milk on roughage alone, while on 
full grain feed she produced 13,000 
pounds in a year.
